INFORM. TION ON WEV!.DA RETIREMENT LA‘ 


"A11 State employees (cxecpt those entitled to bencfits under somc other 
pension system authorized by State law) and the employecs of a political 
subdivision which has become a participant in the system arc members of the 
Retirement System. The only persons who are excluded are those whose positions, 
if filled for a year, would require less than 1200 hours of service per year, 
and those persons holding an clective office who fail to cive writtcn notice 
of desirc to be a memicr within 30 days after cligibility. The word "membcr" 
also includes the pubiic employer. 


"After the first 30 consecutive days of employment if the employer is a 
perticipant in the retirement system then ell cmployccs must participate 
:.. though the cmployec will have a choice as to participating or not part~ 
icipeting during the first 30 deys of employment."

Dear Dr. Downs: 


Thank you for your lcticr cf Junc fifte: nth. I am glad to know of the 
annuel confercnce of the tmcrican 4ibrery Association covening this week, 
end of the spirit of conscientious citizenship rvling its dcliberetions. 


Our librarians serve thc precious libertics of our nations frecdom 
of inquiry, frecdom of the spokcn and the written word, frei dom of exchange 
of ideas. 


Upon these clear principles, democracy depends for its very life, for 
wLev are the greet sources of knowledge and enlightenment. -.nd knowledge « 
fiir, unfettered knowledge of its own herite-e, of fr-cdom's enemies, of the 
wnole world of men and ideas--this knowledge is a free people's surest 
strength. 


The converse is just as surely truc. -. democracy smugly disdeinful of 
new idecs would be a sick democracy. .. democracy chronicrlly feerful of new 
ideas would be 2 dying democracy. 


For all these ressons, we must in these times be inicllicently alert 
not enly to the fanetic cunning of Communist conspircacy--but also to the 
er-ve dengers in mect ug fanaticism with ignorencc. For, in order to ficht 
totalitarians who exploit the ways of frecdom te serve thcir own ends, there 
are some zcalots who--with more wrath than wisdcem--wovld adopt a strancly 
unintcllizent course. they wovld try te defend frcedom by denying freedom's 
friends the opportunity of studying Communism in its entircty--its plausibili- 
ties, its falsities, its weaknesscs. 


But we know thet frecdom cannot be served by the devices of the tyrant. 
As it is en encicnt truth thet freedom cannot be levislated into existence 
sco it is no less obvious that frecdom crnnot be censored into existcnec. «ind 
any who act as if frevdom's defenses are to be found in suppression and suspicion 
and feer confess a doctrine that is elicn to Amcricea. 


The librarics of sumecrica are and must cver remain the homes of frceéy 
inquiring minds. To them, our citizens--of all eses and races, of 2ll crecds 
and politicol pcersuasicns--must ever be able to turn with clear confidence 
thet thee. they can frc.ay seck the whole truth, wnw-rp.d by fashion and 
uncompromised by expediciucy. For in such whole and healthy knowlcdge alone are 
to be found and understood those majcetic truths of man‘s neture and destiny 
thet prove, to cach succcceding veneration, the validity of freedom.

The State Library has recently had re uests for information on correspond-= 
ence courses in library science. There are several universities which offer 
such work, and four which offer a wide range are listed below. 


While at first glance the tuition fees for these covrses may secm high, 
librarians who have taken them feel they are well worth the expenditure of 
money end time. These courses have been prepared for librarians in service 
and except in special cases, do not carry col’cge credit toward a degree. 


Most library boards are anxious to have their librarians take advantage 
of further study and in some libraries it is the practice for the librarian 
taking such courses to use working hours for study. In othcr places the 
library authorizes payment of all or part of the tuition fces.
